Had he not been intimately in- 
volved in the bitter Navy-Air 
Force feud three years ago he 
would probably be chief of naval 
operations today. 

Adm. Radford and his head- 
quarters lie in the path of the 
long journey to Korea which so 
many students of the situation 
have taken, including politicians 
and the press. In a general way 
hit is, therefore, possible to sug- 
gest some of their views about it. 


Almost certainly a blockade of 
the Chinese coast was described 
to Gen, Eisenhower as within the 
Navy’s immediate capabilities. 
The Navy, of course, is present in 
the Pacific in force, neutralizing 
Formosa, guarding the approaches 
to Korea and patrolling Japanese 
waters. 

Argument for Blockade. 


The argument set forth at 
Pearl Harbor is that the Chinese 
Communists are fighting “for 
free” in Korea in the sense that 
their homeland is not being mo- 
lested and that the Navy can do 
quite a lot about it with a max- 
imum of flexibility and minimum 
of risk. Such interference with 
trade, it is pointed out, does not 
involve bombing civilians or 
bringing United States might to 
bear upon people directly, yet it 
is condign and severe punish- 
ment. 

As the State Department can 
be relied on to point out in an- 
swer, it would also bring United 
States policy into conflict with 
the British whose Hong Kong 
trade is still open, still vital to 
that economically besieged ally.

It is that manpower 
which is most on the mind of th 
American people.. 
Vital Posts as Service Bosses, 


A second subject of much spec- 
ulation at the Pentagon is who 
the new service bosses are going 
to be. In little more than a 
month the newcomers are going 
to have to take over immensely 
complicated jobs and supervise 
great expenditures. No one cor- 
poration these days is as large 
as one of the three services in 
the Defense. Department. 

Althought the Secretaries of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
no longer enjoy Cabinet rank— 
that privilege belongs, under uni- 
fication, only to the Secretary of 
Defense—they hold exciting jobs 
with much prestige and many 
kucos dear to the human race, 
male and female. There has been 
no: lack of applicants willing to 
make the sacrifice. 

It is eastly possible, however, 
that Gen. Eisenhower is resisting 
the importunities of the politicos 
and campaign contributors until 
he is entirely sure he has got 
genuine ability. He knows in this 
field, at least, how much of that 
commodity it will take.

It was a high hour and the ceremony befitted 
the occasion. But so impressive a ceremony 
could conceivably be worse than no ceremony 
at all. It could, in the future, haunt the minds 
of those who cared to remember. President 
Truman described the danger clearly, saying: 


We must face the fact that all this pomp 
and circumstance could be the exact oppo- 
site of what we intend.

The Constitution and the Declaration can 
live only as long as they are enshrined in 
our hearts and minds. If they are not so 
enshrined, they would be no better than 
mummies in their glass cases, and they 
could in time become idols whose worship 
would be a grim mockery of the true faith. 
Only as these documents are reflected in 
the thoughts and acts of Americans can 
they remain symbols of a power that can 
move the world. 


Happily the Supreme Court, coincidentally but 
as if by a grand design, made its own notable 
contribution te the day. After taking part in 
the ceremony, the Justices directly went to their 
bench where they handed down a decision that 
bulwarked perhaps the most precious of all our 
rights—the right of free expression. 

This came in the test oath case from the 
Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechanical College, 
Wieman vs. Updegraff, and without dissent the 
highest court of the land prenounced Oklahoma’s 
so-called loyalty law unconstitutional. — 

“Indiscriminate classification of innocent with 
knowing activity must fall,” declared Justice 
Clark for the court, “as an assertion of arbitrary 
power.” An oath so broad, the court said, one 
covering past associations which were well 
meant as well as others that might be intention- 
ally subversive, “offends due process.” 
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or State Government. 

The senior member of the high bench, Justice 
Black, speaking with Justice Douglas’ concur- 
rence, hit suppression of ideas as hard as that 
undemocratic force has ever been hit from the 
Supreme Court, Pointing out that Governments 


‘“need and have ample power to punish treason- 


able acts,” he said that it “does not follow that 
they must have a further power to punish 
thought and speech distinguished from acts.” 


Then Justice Black spoke words that ring clear 
and strong: 


Our own free society should never forget 
that laws which stigmatize and penalize 
thought and speech of the unorthedox have 
a way of reaching, ensnaring and silenc- 
ing many more people than at first intended. 

We must have freedom of speech for all 
or we.will in the long run have it for none 
but the cringing and the craven. I cannot 
too often repeat my belief that the right te 
speak on matter?’ of public concern must be 
wholly free or eventually be wholly lost. 

It seems self-evident that all speech criti- 
cizing government rulers and challenging 
current beliefs may be dangerous to the sta- 
tus quo. With full knowledge of this danger, 
the Framers rested our First Amendment 
on the premise that the slightest suppres- 
sion of thought, speech, press, or public as- 
sembly is still more dangerous. 

This means that individuals are guaran- 
teed an undiluted and unequivocal right 
to express themselves on questions of cur- 
rent public interest. It means that Ameri- 
cans discuss such questions as of right and 
not on sufferance of legislatures, courts or 
any other governmental agencies. 

In my view this uncompromising interpre- 
tation of the Bill of Rights is the one that 
must prevail if its freedoms are to be saved. 
Tyrannical totalitarian governments cannot 
safely allow their people to speak with 
complete freedom. I believe with the Fram- 
ers that our free Goyernment can. 


In striking down the Oklahoma invasion of 
individual liberty, the Supreme Court applied 
the very principle which President Truman 
asserted in his address at the historic ceremony. 

The charters of. our freedom cannot live as 
aging parchment and fading ink. They cannot 
live even in the hearts of people. They will 
survive only as they are applied in our everyday 
lives—in: the everyday lives of teachers, of 
editors, of members of the legal and other pro- 
fessions, of the great rank and file of citizens 
who are our democracy. 
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Another Offer to Iran 


Secretary of State Acheson and Foreign Sec- 
retary Eden had a long talk about Iran in Paris. 
A new proposal to the Mossadegh Government 
seems in the making. But it is doubiful that the 
Truman Administration will be able to add a 
final diplomatic success to its record. 

Things continue to get worse and worse in 
Iran because of the shut-off of the country’s oil 
revenues. But instead of getting down to serious 
negotiations, the Mossadegh party resorts to 
wilder and wilder denunciations of foreigners. 

As has been pointed out repeatedly, this helps 
only the Communists. The wild promises of the 
Iranian leaders and their inability to make good 
on most of them without oil money create the 
kind of discontent and os which Communists 
regard as the best fertilizer for the seeds of re- 
volt which they have planted. 

Admitting that there fs a case for Mossadegh’s 
seizure of the oil properties and admitting also 
that the British were not exactly selfless dis- 
pensers of charity in the past, the Westerners 
have offered concessions more recently. But 
Mossadegh seems to be insisting that there shall 
be no settlement except on terms which he dic- 
tates. It is hard to do business that way. 

Yet the effort will have to be continued by 
the present administration or the new one for 
the reason—also stressed time and again-—that 
Iran and its resources simply cannot be allowed 
to slip out of the orbit of the West. 
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Outside Jobs for Policemen 

A clear warning for St. Louis has been 
sounded by suspension of the police department 
rule against outside employment for thé period 
of the holidays. . 

Chief O’Connell, with approval of the Police 
Board, tacitly admitted by this action that police 
pay is inadequate. The board had already an- 
nounced its intention to seek a higher pay 
scale when the next Legislature convenes. By 
permitting policemen to accept part-time jobs 
until Jan. 1, Chief O’Connell and the board are 
now saying in effect that many of the em- 
ployes of the department cannot be expected 
to make ends meet on their present salaries. 

The trouble is that the conditions which make 
outside employment permissible during the hol- 
idays will not expire with the end of the holi- 
days. A police department which finds it neces- 
sary to permit a temporary exception to a sound 
rule is skating on thin ice until the pay scale is 
so adequate that exceptions need not be granted.

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A Concentrated Victory 

One election fact that is sure to come in for 
study is the extent to which Gen. Eisenhower's 
popular vote victory was won in the nine biggest 
states. These states, all of them characterized 
by heavy concentrations of urban population, 
are Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Texas and 
California. 

These states account for 237 of the 5331 elec- 
toral votes, and Gen. Eisenhower carried them 
all, whereas in 1948 President Truman carried 
five of them, with 124 electoral votes. 

As a group, the nine big states gave Gen. 
Eisenhower a plurality over Gov. Stevenson of 
6,957,616. This was some 300,000 votes bigger 
than nis national plurality. In other words, Gov. 
Stevenson received a greater popular vote than 
Gen. Eisenhower in the other 39 states as a 
group, though he carried only nine of them. 

We would not attempt to assess the signifi- 
eance of this development, beyond saying that 
it probably reflects 9 growing homogeneity in 
the American electorate. Voters today may be 
more united by common interests than they are 
divided by geographical differences. This prob- 
ably applies with special foree to urban voters, 
who hold the key to the nine biggest states. 

As the final results show, Vermont and North 
Dakota ran almost a dead heat for the title of 
the most Republican state, Vermont casting 
71.5 per cent for Gen. Eisenhower and North 
Dakota 71 per cent. The most heavily Demo- 
cratic state was Georgia at 69.4 per cent. But 
it was in the big states that the election was 
won, and this pattern may be difficult to over- 
turn in the future.

A Straw From Oklahoma

The principle of a 
free and unregulated press is incompatible with 
the principle ‘that those im charge of the press 
can be compelled by a court or anybody else to 
print what they do not choose to print. 

Yet how those in charge of the press exercise 
their great power of selection is bound to be a 
matter of public concern. It is a matter of pub- 
lic concern now, as the result of a widespread 
conviction in many parts ef the country that 
news selection and news emphasis’ were used 
during the campaign te the advantage of the 
candidate supported by the paper. 

Just because that conviction is held by many

Raymond Duncan, 78-year-old 
toga-clad artist and philosopher 
from Paris’s left bank, was ex- 
ploring St. Louis today in an ef- 
fort to find his mother’s birth- 
place. He is gathering facts for 
an “epic” motion picture about 
himself and his family, he said 
yes.erday on arrival at Union 
Station. His sister was Isadora 
Duncan, pioneer interpretive 
dancer and erratic genius, who 
died in 1927. 4 

“Mother was the famous belle, 
Dora Gray, you know,” he said. 
“She was born at Little Mound, 
St. Louis, in 1849, and I want to 
study the exact spot. She was 
the daughter of Thomas Gray, 
riverboat captain of the 1830s, 
who lived on Vine street near the 
riverfront. 

(Little Mound, a_ well-known 
Indian mound in St. Louis in the 
middle 1800s, was near the pres- 
ent intersection of Dickson and 
Collins streets, Charles Van Rav- 
enswaay, director of the Missouri 
Historical Society, said.) 

“After my maternal grandfather 
left here with Benton and Fre- 
mont, he skippered paddlewheel 
boats on San Francisco Bay, and 
Mother became known as the 
most beautiful girl in San Fran- 
cisco. In those days there weren’t 
many girls in San Francisco, but 
Mother was a,remarkable woman, 
nontheless. °* 

“The film will be called ‘The 
Duncan Saga.’ We're all rather 
remarkable, and hence the title. 
Augustin, my brother, is 79 and 
still active on the New York 
stage. Few men of any age pos- 
sess the vigor I retain. So I’m a 
bit unusual, too.”

He strode down 
the aisle between the train tracks, 
almost leaving behind his hostess, 
Maria Regnier, noted silversmith, 
2519 Annalee avenue, Brentwood, 
as he talked volubly to newspaper 
men.

friends, Miss Regnier entertained 
Duncan and his business manager, 
Mrs. Aia Bertrand, by taking 
them to the City Art Museum last 
night. Tonight she is giving a 
party, with Paul Burlin, St. Loais 
artist trained in Paris, among the 
guests. 

Romantic Craft Missing. 

After meeting the pair at the 
station, Miss Regnier took them 
on a tour of St. Louis landmarks 
and a visit to the waterfront. There 
Duncan looked in vain for the 
kind of romantic craft he asso- 
ciates with his grandfather. All 
he saw was barges and the steam- 
er Admiral. 

“Don’t you have the old-timers 
any more?” he asked plaintively. 
“How could you give them up? 
That excursion steamer’s much 
too pretty. The barges may carry 
plenty of freight, but I’m sure 
Grandfather wouldn’t have been 
happy on them!” : 

In Paris, Duncan conducts an 
academy of all the arts—original 
handicrafts, in which he pio- 
neered more than a generation 
ago; dramatics and philosophy. 
Adjuncts include art galleries and 
a museum devoted to doings of 
the wonderful Duncans. His 
philosophy teaches avoidance of 
all meat, tobacco and liquor. 

Recalls Cheers for G.Ls. 

When Paris was liberated from 
the Germans, Duncan recalled 
yesterday, he rushed with a 
crowd of G.ls to the United 
States Embassy, where he broke 
out the Stars and Stripes and 
sang “Yankee Doodle” so loud 
and long .-he lost his voice for 
three days. " 

He was in excellent voice last 
Wednesday in New York, critics 
there agreed, when he gave his 
first presentation of his new play, 
an autobiographical monologue, 
“Love’s Labor Won,” billed as “a 
unique expression of dramatic art 
and living poetry.” 

“I never give it the same way 
twice,” he said. “It’s got a great 
subject, and it’s always spon- 
taneous, full of humor, pathos 
and vitality.” 

The last time the visiting Pa- 
risian saw St. Louis was 42 years 
ago. He then had a small part 
in Sophocles’s “Electra,” in which 
his wife, Penelope, a Greek, 
played the title role. She died

Most term policies are for $10,000.

So we came back 
again to Gooseneck camp for one last meal, then 
loaded our car for home with many a promise we'd 
be back for another hunt next year.

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Royal Regalia for June Coronatio 
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‘Crown Jewels’ to Be Used at Elizabeth's Ceremony Have Long History; Valued at $56,000,000 


at 


of Canterbury will place upon 
the head of the young Queen. As 
the massive jewel-laden golden 
crown, which weighs nearly five 
pounds, is placed upon her head, 
ceremony prescribes: “At the 
sight thereof the people with loud 
and repeated shouts shall cry, 
‘God save the Queen’; the Peers 
and Kings of Arms shall put on 
their coronets, and the trumpets 
sound, and by a signal given, the 
great guns of the Tower shall be 
shot off.” 

St. Edward’s: Crown, with 
which all the Kings and Queens 
of .England have been crowned 
since 1661, is a copy of the origi- 
nal made for King Edward the 
Confessor. The original Edward 
the Confessor’s Crown was broken 
up and sold by the Cromwellian 
Parliament. However, many of 
the historic jewels were secretly 
preserved and when the restora- 
tion of King Charles II came, 
that monarch had the Confessor’s 
Crown copied as closely as possi- 
ble, using what jewels had been 
salvaged from the original crown. 

A court jeweler gives this de- 
scription of the crown: “Round 
the rim or circlet are set, at in- 
tervals, rosettes consisting of large 
stones of various colors surround- 
ed by diamonds. Above the rim 
stand alternately fleur-de-lis and 
crosses patay. From these spring 
two complete golden arches, 
edged with pearls. These arches 
are the insignia of a ruler; with- 
out them the crown would remain 
only a coronet. Where the arches 
intersect stands a monde or globe 
of gold. On this is fixed a jew- 
eled cross with drop-shaped pearls 
pendant from the arms. Inside 
the crown is the Cap of Main- 
tenance which is of purple vel- 
vet with an edging of miniver.” 

Because of the great weight of 
the Crown of St. Edward it will 
rest only briefly on the Queen’s 
head. It will be used only for 
the actual moment of the corona- 
tion, after which it will be re- 
placed by the more beautiful and 
even more valuable King’s Im- 

erial State Crown. It will be 
his crown that Londoners will 
see adorning Elizabeth's brown 
curls when she drives in tri- 
umphal state procession from 
Westminster Abbey back to Buck- 
ingham Palace. 

It was once the prevailing cus- 
tom for each succeeding sover- 
eign to have the State Crown al- 
tered to suit his or her taste. The 
present State Crown, made in 
1838 for Queen Victoria, has been 
changed only slightly by succeed- 
ing sovereigns.

Jewel House at the Tower of 
London where the royal re- 
galia is kept are five priceless 
rods or scepters. The most im- 
portant of these is the three-foot- 
long gold and jeweled King’s 
Royal Scepter with the Cross, 
Made for Charles II, it was al- 
tered by Edward VII and the 
Great Star of Africa, the larger 
section of the Cullinan dia- 
mond, was inserted in its head. 
The largest cut diamond in the 
world, the Great Star of Africa 
weighs 51614 flawless carats and 
is surmounted by an amethyst orb 
on top of which is a diamond 
cross with a large emerald at the 
center. At the prescribed time 
in the coronation ceremony, as 
the Archbishop hands to the 
Queen the Royal Scepter he will 
speak the ritual words: “Receive 
this Royal Scepter, the ensign of 
Queenly Power and Justice.” 
Next in importance to the Royal 
Scepter is the King’s Scepter with 
the Dove, which she will hold in 
her left hand during part of the 
coronation service. This is the 
“Virge” or Rod of Equity and 
Mercy in which the dove sym- 
bolizes the Holy Ghost. Dating

back to Charles II, the Scepter 
with Dove measures three feet 
seven inches in length, is made 
entirely of gold studdéd with jew- 
els and topped with an orb of 
gold banded in diamonds. From 
the orb rises a golden cross bear- 
ing a white enameled dove with 
eyes, beak and feet of gold. 


During the coronation proceed- 
ings five swords are borne in 
procession to the altar, the Jew- 
eled State Sword, the Sword of 
State, and the Swords of Mercy, 
and Temporal and Spiritual Jus- 
tice. 

The most elaborate and bril- 
liant is the Jeweled Sword of 
State, used only at the coronation 
of English sovereigns. 

Valued at $85,000, the sword, 
made for George IV, has a hilt so 
encrusted with emeralds, dia- 
monds and rubies that the gold 
beneath is virtually hidden. The 
blade is of the finest temper Da- 
mascus steel and on the scabbard 
are the Rose of England and the 
Thistle of Scotland formed of 
rubies, emeralds and diamonds, 
and the Shamrock of Ireland, pat- 
terned in emeralds alone. 

In the coronation proceedings, 
the Queen will hand this sword 
to the Archbishop, as showing 
that she places her sword at the 
service of the church. 

With the gift of the sword to 
the church, the sword techni- 
cally becomes the property of the 
Archbishop but by ancient cus- 
tom the Keeper of the Jewel 
House redeems it for 100 shil- 
lings (approximately $14). The 
sword is then drawn from its 
scabbard and carried naked be- 
fore the Queen for the rest of 
the ceremony. 

The Sword of State, which is 
carried before the Sovereign on 
all historic occasions, is less orn- 
ate than the Jewelled Sword of 
State. It is a long two-handed 


weapon with gold hilt and quillon 
formed of a lion on one side and 
unicorn on the other. Behind the 
Queen at the ceremony will be 
carried three other swords — the 
“Curtana” or Sword of Mercy, 
which is rounded at the end 
where the original point was pur- 
posely broken off six inches from 
the- bottom leaving a blunt point 
intended to symbolize Mercy; the 
Sword of Spiritual Justice which 
has an obtuse point, symbolizing 
the limited powers of the Ec- 
clesiastical Courts; and the Sword 
of Temporal Justice, which has 
a sharp point. 

The Swords of Mercy, Spiritual 
Justice and Temporal Justice are 
replicas of those given to Henry 
VIII when he was created “De- 
fender of the Faith” by Pope 
Clement. Although Henry quar- 
reled with Rome, he kept the 
swords and the title, too, which 
has been borne by all his suc- 
cessors. Destroyed by the Crom- 
wellians, the swords were later 
duplicated, copying the original 
gifts of ae eee.

T appropriate time in the 

coronation ceremony, the 

Archbishop of Canterbury will 
place in the Queen’s hands the 
Orb of England, emblematic of 
Christianity’s dominance of the 
world, with these words: “And 
when you see this orb set under 
the Cross remember that the 
whole world is subject to the 
Power and Empire of Christ our 
Redeemer.” 

The orb, of gold and richly set 
with jewels, surmounted by a 
gem-studded cross, is never 
placed in other hands than those 
of reigning Kings and Queens 
of the realm. 

Also during the ceremony the 
Queen’s ankles will be touched 
with the Great Golden Spurs of 
St. George. Emblematic of knight- 
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hood and chivalry, the spurs have 
ornamental points instead of 
rowels, with crimson velvet straps 
embroidered in gold. 


Next the Queen will be robed 
in the Armilla or Stole and the 
Imperial Mantle and receive from 
the hands of the Archbishop the 
Orb of England. Then the Coro- 
nation Ring, symbolizing the mar- 
riage between sovereign and peo- 
ple, will be placed on the fourth 
finger of the young Queen’s right 
hand and the Scepters with the 
Cross and Dove, placed in her 
right and left hands respectively, 
and then comes the supreme mo- 
ment of the ceremou.y. 


As the heavy and historic 
Crown of St. Edward is placed 
upon the Queen’s head, the Ab- 
bey will be filled with flash and 
glitter as the Peers and Kings 
of Arms put on their own coro- 
nets. Then as the crash of the 
heralds’ trumpets and the boom- 
ing of the Tower guns fill the air, 
the ancient Abbey will resound 
to the great cry of “God Save 
the Queen.” 


The heavy Crown of St. Edward 
is replaced by the beautiful im- 
perial State Crown and the Queen 
is escorted from St. Edward’s 
Chair, long the home of the Stone 
of Scone, and seats herself upon 
the Throne. Then all the peers 
and high officers who bear the 
swords, maces, spurs, -and other 
objects of the Regalia, group 
themselves about the throne to 
pay homage to their Queen. 


Then having been crowned in 
prescribed English ceremony, 
varying little from all the corona- 
tions that have been held in the 
Abbey Church of St. Peter at 
Westminster for almost a thou- 
sand years, Elizabeth II will drive 
in state from the Abbey back to 
Buckingham Palace.’ And the 
priceless and historic items of 
the coronation regalia will be re- 
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ninth of May, 1671. He showed 
up not only with his nephew but 
with two friends, all of whom, as 
it turned out, were armed with 
sword blades concealed in their 
canes. Each also carried a dag- 
ger and a pocket pistol. 

The unsuspecting Edward read- 
ily agreed to allow Blood’s com- 
panions to view the jewels be- 
fore going on to meet his daugh- 
ter. Having reached the Jewel 
Chamber, the four men seized 
and gagged Edwards. While Blood 
placed the crown in a bag he 
carried under his cloak, one of 
his friends, one Parrot, “put the 
orb in his breeches” and the two 
of them then begun to file the 
sceptre in two, so it could. be 
concealed in their clothing. 

While this was going on, Ed- 
wards’ son arrived home unex- 
pectedly from Flanders with his 
brother-in-law, Captain Beckman, 
Not finding his father at the fam- 
ily quarters in the Tower, the son 
and Beckman set out Yor the 
Jewel Chamber where they sur- 
prised the robbers at work fil- 
ing the sceptre in two. Blood and 
his men fled with the crown and 
orb and reached the drawbridge 
of the Tower. There a warder 
tried to stop them but Blood 
fired a pistol at him. The rob- 
bers cleared the gates and had 
almost reached Katherine's 
Dock, where they had horses 
waiting for them, when they 
were overtaken and seized, 

Charles II in person concluded 
the examination of Blood. 

Described as “villainous, un- 
merciful looking, with a false 
countenance, but very well 
spoken and dangerously insinuat- 
ing,” Blood not only talked the 
King out of having him beheaded 
but actually later received an 
award of some Irish estates.
